h e current y ear b rings b ack 
the story of James Madison 
with particular significance; 1939 
marks the 
150th anniversary of 
the setting up of the United States 
government and it was Madi.son 
who 
framed 
the 
Constitution 
which provided that government. 
No colorful figure was this dry 
little man, son of a Virginia plant­ 
er. He led no armies in the Revo­ 
lution, he w^as no pub lic idol. Yet 
he carried a tremendous influence.
